Before de,iUngr with his topic, ho de- 
fined four types of basic liu>ratiire, le- 
gend, myth, tradition, and folk loi'c. 
A lescnd, he said, was originally some 
historical deed, committeed somowliere, 
sdjnrtlmo. liy someone: but .is time 
went on, siicceedin}; pnets ndricil to it. 
A nijlh. on the other hand, was an 
attempt by mankind to explain pheno- 
mcnfi of nature, in terms of human 
life; sometiracs it .iitcmptcd to ac- 
count for various things in possession 
I'f mankind, .as the donation of the use 
of fire to mankind by a god. Tradi- 
tion is a point of view, a spirit, handed 
. wn from gcneratioi^ to' generation, 
while folk lore is a traditional belief 
and study of certain facts. 

One of the most interesting legends 
we have is that one of the Dragon. It 
originated in "he Orient, and spread 
Westward, traces of it being found in 
the literature of many European coun- 
tries. The lecturer said that there xras 
jiroof that St. George was an American. 
He stated that it was his opinion that 
the dragon stor>- has its beginning 
from the time when the ice age began 
rio finish, and that the last of the dra- 
gotis met tbev^' earliest humans and 
fought against tbem, the present le- 
gend being racial memories. 

During the ninth century, there were 
namy small trlbf-F. .ecatierpil through- 
out the Scandlnartan Peninsula; those 
were ruled over by their own chiefs. 
However, there arose an oppressive 
rhief who Eought to dominate al) the 
; ibes. Many of these, refusing to 
Mibmit, emigrated westward, to an Is- 
1^1 lid they had heard of, — Iceland. 
I'liere they settled in the original 
groups, tmder the same chiefs, with 
what they had brought along; but, 
more important, they were descendants 
of the No^Kemen, and in their epic me- 
mory, retained all the old tales, le- 
gends, ajid traditions of their race; 
also, they spoke the Korse language. 
Here, In Iceland they thrived, Itsolatcd 
wnj outBlfle civilizations, and retaln- 
ï'rig^ll the cusvms of their race. Be- 
tween H35 ajid 1354, the poems wt-re 
written down in the l«l^ndic tongue, 
cunitrlbuting the "Older Bdda." Tills 
tongue in nearer to the old ISnglish 
then any other, it being, figuratively, 
the first cousin to tlie fereatrgrandson 
of the modern iSnglish. The Saga-s, 
])ure ^iSpirationB by the Goddess of 
History were laAer combined into the 
•■younger Edda." The most famous is 
than of the Volsimg which is the ear- 
liest stoiT in JSnglish literature. These 
were written partly in f><.'iinan. luid it 
is upon these, that \Vagnei-'s unexcflluU 
musical dramaij aie basud.

Jiack In the 90's, the convultiing rî 
tort to any but a comment on the 
weather or an inquiry as to the health 
of the family cow was "Wipe off 
vour chin; pull down your ve.«.t." Jn 
the intervening years our wages have 
achieved brevity at any rate. J'cr- 
hays in aeons to C/hie this brevity 
may evolve 'nlo an absolute zero.
